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THE ABBOTT GASE, 


The Mystery of Jefferson Av- 
, enue Cleared Up This 
Morning. 


„Mrs. Abbott” Positively Identi- 
fled as Susie Beck of Ches- 
terton, Ind. 


“Mr. Abbott” Is Rev. Wm. Thomas 
Abbott West. 


How a Methodist Preacher Eloped With a 
Pretty Working Girl and Probably Mur- 
dered Her in This City—The Story of 
Their Love, Elopement, Misery and the 
Poor Girl’s Death—A Terrible Discovery 
When the Body Is Exhumed—The Post- 
Mortem This Morning—Dr. Blickhahn’s 
Report—Scene at the Morgue—tThe Sad 
Story of a Girl’s Infatuation and a Vil- 
lainous, Deep-Dyed Crime. 


The Abbott case this morning assumed the 
proportions of a sensation which in interest is 
second only to the Preller case, which is now 
nearing its tragic close. 

So far there is no doubt that behind the 
death of the friendless and unhappy young 
woman who mether fate so mysteriously at 
718 North Jefferson avenue there is a guilty 
romance. Whether the end will bring forth 
the story ofadark and terrible tragedy only 
thorough investigation can prove. The cir- 
cumstances point to foul play of the blackest 
type of criminal brutality. They point to the 
ruin of an innocent, hard-working girl, and 
then the encompassing of her death by a cler- 
ical scoundrel and hypocrite. 

Annie Abbott, the supposed wife of the al- 
leged Thomas Abbott, is proved to have been 
Susan Beck, the daughter of George O. Beck, 
a poor man who lives in Chesterton, Ind. 
Thomas Abbott, as the author of her ruin and 
her supposed murderer was known here, is 
proved almost beyond the shadow of a doubt 
to be William Thomas Abbott West, a Metho- 
dist preacher and the pastor of the Methodist 
Church at Chesterton, Ind. 
the supposed Mrs. Abbott died here 
on July 18, the Republican printed a full ac- 
count of the history at tha couple after their 
appearance here. From the story of Abbott it 
appeared to be a sad and romantic elopement, 
in which Abbott, the sonof wealthy parents 


at Toronto, Canada, had falleri deeply 
in love with * poor girl who 
lived about six miles from that city 


and having married her against the wishes of 
his parents, had been cast adrift to make his 
own living and had wandered here in search 
of work. He found work with M. D. Degge & 
Co., silver-plate manufacturers at 113 South 
Eighth street. Abbot proved to be a capable 
workman at the trade of electroplating and 
stated that he had also studied for the ministry 
and had preached. This statement was borne 
out by the clerical appearance of the man and 
an assumption of piety in his conversation. 

The Republican, after giving what was sup- 
posed to be thetrue story of the case, went 
more deeply into it, and discovered suspicious 
circumstances pointing tothe falsity of Ab- 
bott’s statements, and to foul play, which are 
borne out bythe evidence developed up to 


date. 
THE ENTIRE HISTORY 


ofthe couple fromthe timethey were first 
seen in the neighborhood is now given for the 


first time in the POS8T- DISPATCH 
to-day. The part of the story 
which has never been told fully 


is supplied by Mr. A. R. Husekamp, the 
proprietor of the dry-plate manufactory at 
Woodland, who has an office at 1202 Washing. 
ton avenue. Mr. Husekamp was the first per- 
son to befriend the couple, and after his first 
meeting with them did everything in his power 
to help the alleged Abbott and his wife. 

Mr. W. T. Clark, the foreman of Mr. Huse- 
kamp’s carpenter shop, who is also station 
agent at Woodland, a small station just 
beyond Jennings, on the Wabash Rallway, 
in St. Louis County, went to open the station 
on the morning of July 1. On the platform he 
found a man and woman, who appeared to be 
tired and broken down. He asked them what 
they were doing there, and the man, who 
gave the name of Thomas Abbott, and who 
declared that the woman was his wife, said 
that they intended going to St. Charles, but 
their money had given out and that they had 
been compelied to stop at the station, and 
had spent the night in a wheat field. 
Mr. Clark’s sympathy was excited 
and telling the man to make his wife as com- 
fortable as he could in the shadow of a shock 
of wheat bundles said, he would look up some 
place where they could go. The poor couple 
had not bad anything to eat for twelve hours 
and they were supplied with shelter and food 
by Mr. F. Mackfessei, foreman of the factory. 
Mr. Husekamp, whose attention was called to 
the supposed Abbott and his wife, took an 
immediate interest in them and told his fore- 
man to give Abbott work if he could 
und anything for him todo. Work was found 
for him, and he proved to be handy in packing 
and doing odd jobs around the shop. Abbott 
was asked what his trade was and he said that 
he understood electroplating and would like 
to find something of that kind to do. 
In the meantime a neighbor wanted 
some house-papering done and Ab- 

bott said he could do the job, and 

did it to the entire satisfaction of his 
employer. Mr. Husekamp told Abbott 
that he would give him a note to 

a friend in St. Louis, who had a ailver- plating 
establishment, and that he would certainly 
give him employment if he had any to give. 

He thereupon gave him a note to F. A. Dur- 

gin, 805 North Seventh street. Mr, Durgin had 
no employment for him and sent him to M. D.

Almost imme- 
diately after taking up their residence at 718 
the girl took sick, an bbott told nis em- 
ployer of it and remained away from work 
to attend to her. Dr. E. R. Albin 
was culled in to give medical attendance 
and treated the sick woman until her death. 
The 8 were those of cholera morbus, 
the iliness being attended with nausea, vomit- 
ing and purging and a weak but high pulse. 
Dr. Albin was told that the sick girl was 
troubled with her heart, and when she died at 
2 o’clock on the morning of the 18th he gave a 
burial certificate alleging death from heart 
disease, induced by cholera morbus. 

Mr. Degge, who had advanced Abbott mon- 
ey because of the interest he took in him and 
his wife, aided him by every means in his 
power and made an arrangement with Under- 
takers Harrigan and Sheehan to b the 
rromising that the money should be 
rom Abbott's wages. Tre same after- 
noon the body of the poor girl was taken to 
Wesleyan Cemetery and was interred there 
in the public part of the burying-ground. 

Up to this time not a suspicion that Abbott 
and hie alleged wife were hiding their identi- 
ty under assumed names had arisen. 
As far as their sad story at 
this end was concerned it might have rested 
under the sod of Wesleyan with the ruined 
girl had not Abbott, with that fatal desire to 
make evidence for himself, added an unpeces- 
sary falsehood to his other sins. In this re- 
gard he resembles Brooks-Maxwell, in that he 
wave all the clues which led to suspicion in 
an endeavor, by lying and fraud, to 
cover his tracks. His victim was in 
her grave. His identity was unknown 
as was that of his supposed wife. He ha 
gained the sympathy and regard of severa 
friends, and was secure in a good position 
which would have given himaliving. But 
remorse was doing its terrible work and led 
him irresistibly into hisowntrap. The — 
after the burial of his supposed wife Mr. 
Degge wanted him not to bleep at the rooms 
they had occupied, but he insisted on doing 
80. 

HE DECLARED THAT HE COULD NOT STAY 

a wuy from the spot associated in his mind with 
the only woman he loved. He went to 
the house at 713 North Jefferson avenue and 
there told the opposite tale to the landlady. 
He said he could not sleep iu the room where 
his wife had died and would go toa hotel. He 
left the house saying that he would return in 
the morning and was never seen again by 
any one who knew him in St, Louis. Before 
going, however, he packed up every stitch of 
clothing belonging to the dead woman and 
took it with him. 

The secret was locked in his own breast and 
with thedvad. It might have remained there 
and he might have gone out of the remem- 
brance of the people who befriended him here 
bad it not been for his own act. No one 
would ever bave dreamed of going back of 
the burial] certificate had he himself not given 
it the lie. Every act of West shows that un- 
der his clerical garb was not only the heart of 
a Villain but the capacity of an accomplished 
liar and hypocrite. 


The Suspicious Correspondence. 


The supposed Abbott had disappeared, no 
one knew where, but on the second day after 
his departure Mr. Degge received a letter from 
him enclosing another purporting to be from 


his wife and written to him. The letter signed 
by Thomas Abbott stated that he expected 
take his own life, because his spirit was 
crushed by the letter from his w which ] 
showed that she had taken her own life to 
avoid belng a burden to him. He stated that 
he had written to his father and he thought he | 
would pay his debts. He also stated that his 
arents did not live in Toronto, Canada, but 
ad moved to New York. There were two 
ostscripts. One gave regards to Mr. Huse- 
amp and reiterated his desire to be reunited 
to his dead love. The inclosed letter from 
Mrs. Abbott is referred to. Itclosed by stat- 
ing that his body would be found in the river. 
he letter alleged to be from the dead woman 
was addressed, ‘‘My Dear Husband,’’ and 
stated that she had determined to end her life, 
because she was the cause of so much trouble 
tohim. It referred to his parents’ dislike of 
her, and stated that she had burchased arsenic 
ata drug store, which she intended to take. 
Tbe love which she bore her husband, and 
hope of forgiveness from God and of meetin 
in heaven was expressed. It was signed 
Annie, and closed with the postscript: ‘‘Tell 
mother I die happy, and she must not fret. 
The letter was skilfully constructed to bear 
out the statements of Abbott and to give the 
impression of a sadly ended romance. But 
the proots of the falseness of the allegei 
wife's letter were indelibly imprinted on the 
two communications. Mr, Degge had such 
firm tuith in the fraudulent Abbott that he 
would not show the letters to a reporter who 
wanted to see them, regarding the confidence 
of the writer as a sacred trust. He and 
Mr. Husekamp prepared to dothe last actin 
their power to show their kindly friendship. 
They notified the police of the expressed in- 
tention of Abbott,and hearing thata body 
had been foundintheriver which seemed to 
auswer his description, they gave orders that

There were circumstances about the letter 
which aroused suspicion. The letter signed 
by Thomas Abbott was dated July 19, the other 
had no date on it. The envelope was post- 
marked III., but the name ot the post oftice 
was illegible. It was stamped on the back, 
‘*received at St. Louis, Mo., July 20, 3 p. m. 

The letter written by Abbott was in a strained 
back-hand, as if the style was not familiar to 
the writer, and with dashes used instead of 
periods. In the last line of the final post- 
script, which is written in lead pencil 
the chiro phy suddenly changes toa small 
runuing- hand, the letters slanting forward. 
The letters are peculiarly formed. A frst 
glance at the two letters would not show any 
siinilarity, but closer inspection shows that 
notwithstanding the difference in style of 
writing the writing was done by the same 
person. This conviction forces itself 
upon even the who have 
examined the . Degge 
stated to-day that he was sure of it. Chiet-of- 
Detectives O’Neil declares that there is no 
doubt of the fact, and Chief Huebler stated to 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter that no one could 
look at the letters without coming to this con- 
clusion. The dead girl wrote a letter to her 
mother while away from home which can be 
compured with the writing, and the truth 
brought out in this way. 

SINGULAR INCIDENTS. 
In talking over the matter to-day Mr. Huse- 
kamp said that several things occurred to him 
which were suspicious. He said thathe ad- 
vanced Abbott $10 on two occasions—once 
while his wife was ill, and again after she had 
died. He said also thaton the day of her 
death Abbott came to his office and told him 
that he had written to Annie's mother, givin 
an account of her death, and wante 
to show the letter to Mr. Husekamp. That 
entieman read it and describes it as an excel- 
ent letter, which stated the circumstances and 
the grief of the man at her death. In order to 
show the letter to Mr. Husekamp the envelope 
had to be torn and Mr. Husekamp offered Ab- 
bott another one,teiling him to take a seat 
at his desk. When he had changed 
the envelope Mr. Husekamp asked if he 
did not want to mail it, and Abbott spoke up 
hurriedly and said that he wanted to puta 
card in it, and would mail it afterwards. Mr.

given in the Post-DISPATCH yesterday. Tele- 
grams were received from John T. Taylor 
and H, Green, stating that Abbott was be- 
lieved to be Rev. Dr. West, whogeloped witha 
girl from Chesterton about six weeks before, 
and asking fora description of the man, which 
Chief Huebler sent.

Results of the Post-Mortem, 


The post-mortem examination on the body 
was made this morning by Dr. W. Blickhahn, 
assisted by Clerk Ryan. The post-mortem 


was thorough from the drain down. It 
was found that the woman had given prema 
ture birth to a child, which fact 
was not known until after the 
body had been exhumed. This discovery 
has induced Coroner Frazer und Undertaker 
a detuiled examination by which he hopes to 
demonstrate either the presence or the absence 
of peritoritis, which may account, or be one 
of the main causes of the woman's death. The 
examination will be interfered with to a 
very great extent by the decomposition 
of the body, which has 1 to an ex · 
treme degree. Mioroscoplo invest gation will 
be made, however, and every effort made to 
locate any inflammation, if such existed, and 
to determine bow much of itis ante and how 
much post mortem.

PATRICK SMITH SHOT DEAD EARLY THIS 
MORNING. 


James C. Flynn, a Builder, Ends a Dispute 
With a Revoilver—Two Wagon-Loads of 
Rocks the Cause—A Big Man Killed by 
His Smaller Opponent—A Tragic Scene 
on Garfield Avenue. 


A little dark red spot in the dust of Garfield 
avenue near Taylor. That is all and yet itis 
the only evidence thata great, strong man’s 
life went out there this morning as a candle is 
snuffed out. 

It was done so suddenly and so early that it 
seemed as if big Patrick Smith just woke up 
from his night’s rest to fall into an eternal 
sleep. And James C. Flynn, whose hand sped 
the fatal bullet, was landed behind the bars of 
& cell so quickly that he could scarcely believe 
that it was all not a dream of his hot and 
troubled sleep. 

And yet the men may have had a premoni- 
tion of their coming fate—a grave for one and 
a coll for the other—for they had quarreled 
yesterday. The trouble was all caused by a 
little pile of rocks which lay on the sidewalk 


in the rear of Wagner’s drug store 
on the nartheast corner of Taylor and 
Garfield avenues. These rocks Flynn 


claimed to own, while Smith was determined 
to remove them. At 7:30 0’clock this morn- 
ing they argued briefly over the matter and 
then Smith grasped his pick and began to dig 

ks loose. Flynn jumped upon the stone to 
Rep it down and was pushed off. Then the 
big man raised his pick and advanced upon 


him. There was a brief pause; then a 
istol shot awoke the ulet neighbor- 
004. Nobody could tell if the buliet 


had found anything but empty air. Smith 
took but two steps toward his antagonist, then 
the pick fell to the ground, and he waiked 
about twenty feet into the street. There he 
caught hold of the end of a wagon and stood 
thus a moment, and both men looked at each 
other—Fiynn with the 
WHITER SMOKE STILL FLOATING 

about him and Smith with a white look 
creeping over his face. They stood facing 
each other but a second or two, for Smith sud- 
denly threw up his hands and fell headiong to 
the ground. A witness of the tragedy ran 
around the corner for Dr. Riecke, but when 
the physician reached Smith he was dead. 

The only eye-witnesses of the affray besides 
the principals were Wm. Burr, an employe of 
Fiynn; Perry Fobus, a colored driver of a 
furniture wagon, and a boy named Hellwig. 
When Smith fell Flynn stood dazed until Burr 
approached and said: ‘‘Here, now, this nasty 
thing's done, Flynn, Ko and give yourself up. 
That's all you can do. Flynn shook himself, 
turned away from the dead man, 
and walked to Taylor avenue 
and thence across to the Cote Brilliante Police 
Station, where he astonished Police Officer 
Gottwald by walking gquietiy up to 
the desk and stating what he 
had done. He was at once placed 
in acell. He had thrown the revolver into a 

ile of weeds on his way tothe station and it 

uld not be found. 1t was a plain two-bar- 
reled 5 but Flynn said he couldn’t re- 
member the make or calibre. 

THE DEAD MAN 

fell in view of his own home, which was at 
No. 4415 Garfield avenue, a few doors east 
of the fatal pile of rocks. He 
was placed on Aa shutter and 
earried into the yard, where bis stalwart 
frame was covered with a white sheet and al- 
lowed to lie until the Coroner could be heard 
from which was nottill well along toward 
noon. It was in lain sight of the 
passersby, and soon @ large crowd gathered 
in front of the little house, inside of which 
the widow could be heard sobbing. Whatawed 
the crowd 60 was that such a werful man 
as Smith should be lying so cold and still be- 
foretnem.

born in Ireland and came to America some 
sixteen years ago.

ONE MORE UNFORTUNATE. 


Jennie Stamm, a Woman of the Town, 
Shoots and Kills Herself. 

Jennie Stamm, an inmate of Mollie Taylor's 
house, on North Twenty-first street, is no 
more. The unfortunate woman tired of the 
life she was leading, and this morning brought 
it to a close by shooting herself in the head. 
She was A years old last April, and was ana- 
tive of Germany, coming to this country eix 
years ago with her family. After living for 
awhile in Milwaukee, they moved to Medford, 
Wis., where the remainder of the family 
still reside, and where der father, 
John Stamm, is a well-to-do florist. 


The girl’s mother has been dead some — 
and besides herself the family was compose 
of her father, two sisters and two brothers. 
Just after their arrival in this . before 
they had been here a week, Jennie, who could 
not speak a word of English, was sent out to 
work for strangers. She had been made to 
work ever since, while her sisters were allowed 
to remain athome. This treatment was taken 
very much to heart by her, as she thought ber 
father able to support her without — — 
her to work, and she felt herse en- 
titled to the same treatment as the 
other children. Her protests were unavailing, 
however, and while her younger sister and 
brother took sides with her, the older brother 
and sisters joined the father in insisting on 
her working. Finally she left her home, and 
to enjoy an easier life than the one she had 
been leading, entered a disreputabie house in 
St. Paul under the name of 
MOLLIE J. SMITH. 

After one there awhile she went into 
similar houses in a couple of smaller towns 
and then returned home. They still in- 
sisted on her working for a living, and on 
the 4th of last November she came to 
this city, going directly to Mollie Taylor’s 
house. She has been there ever since and the 
above story ofher life is gleaned from what 
she told there. The life she had adopted was 
distasteful to herand she frequently got the 
blues and condemned her father and older 
sister and brother for their treatment of her. 
Frequently she told at the house that if she 
ever committed suicide it would be on account 
of the treatment she had received from her 
father and she requested her companions 


to write him after her death that she 
had said he was the cause of it. 
About a week ago she took a dose 


of morphine, but was givena cup of coffee 
and the effects of the drug soon passed away. 
When she awoke she said she was sorry to find 
she was still alive, as she bad hoped she would 
awaken in another world. Afterward she told 
the inmates of the house that she had taken 
the drug with suicidal intent. 

Yesterday and last night she was again most 
despondent and complained bitterly of the 
way ber folks had acted toward her. She said 
she had a very bad case of 
and could not de cheerful. At 
this morhing the inmates of the house 
heard the report of a revolver and ran to her 
room to find her stretched out on the floor 
bathed in her own blood. In ber hand she 
held a thirty-eight caliber revolver, with 
which she had fired a ball into the brain. 


When she 
PULLED THE TRIGGER 

she was probably standing up, as she fell 
against the walland bruised the side of her 
face very badly. Her head was resting in a 
pool of blood, which had accumulated on the 
carpet. Ata glance the women saw what had 
occurred, and immediately sent for a physi- 
clan. It was useless, however, as the ball had 
entered the brain. She was lifted tenderly 
into bed and in less than twenty minutes was 
a corpse. 

Jennie Stamm, or Jennie Smith, as she was 
known here, was a tall, weli-formed and 
rather handsome woman. Her complexion 
was very fair, her thick hair of a dark color, 
and her eyes a bright blue-gray. At the house 
her story of her ill-treatment at home is be- 
lieved to be the cause of her taking her life, 
as they knew of no other cause she couid 
have had. Sofaras they know she had no 
one whom she cared for particularly, and had 
had no trouble, exeept her grieVance against 
her father and her older sister and brother. 
The revolver with which sne killed herself was 
purchased by her last spring. and at the time 
she stated that she had bought it because she 
was accustomed to having one in her room. 
All her family were fond of fire-arms and used 
tothem. Shortly after her death the police 
and Coroner were notified and this afternoon 
8 Coroner Hennessy visited the house 
and held an inquest on the body. The verdict 
was suicide.

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


THE LITTLE ROLLING MILL CLOSED DOWN 
THIS MOBNING. 


A Big Strike Which Throws Over 400 Men 
Out of Employment—Several Knock- 
Down Arguments—A Stoker Who Was 
Overworked Causes All the Trouble— 
East St. Louis News. 


The Little Rolling Mill, the largest industry 
in East St. Louis, is closed down to-day in all 
the departments on acoount of a strike among 
the stokers. The strike was inaugurated last 
night, and the principal grievance of the men 
is that too much work was exacted of one of 
their number, a man named Joseph Moore. 
Moore has been engaged as a stoker for the 
new spike mill furnaces, and yesterday he 
complained to the foreman, Enoch Davis, that 
he had to perform too muoh work and asked 

that another man be assigned to help him. 
Davis refused to grant the request. Moore 
then informed the other laborers of bis 
grievance and a number of them went to 
Davis and demanded that Moore be given a 
helper. Davis said that one man had been 


doing the work all along, and he djd not think 
it necessary to divide it between two. The 
meninformed him if he did not accede to 
their demands a strike would be inaugurated. 
He told them he was foreman, and he did not 
recognize their right to dictate to him how 
many men he should assign to a certain piece 
of work. They then said that, Moore being a 
Knight of Labor, they would have to stand 
by him until his just demand had been ac- 


ceded to 


DAVIS 
is said to have replied that he had no faith in 
the ability of that organization to gain any 
conoéssions, and if the men relied on the 
power of that order they would come out at 
the little end of the horn. The laborers,about 
200 in number, then quit work. 

They did not leave the grounds immediately 
but lingered around talking about the justness 
of Moore's demand and their obligation to 
stand by him until he had gained his point. 
James Jones, a son of the superintendent of 
the mill, engaged in an argument with several 
of the strikers and strongly condemned their 
action in quitting work without,as he claimed, 
any reasonable cause. The strikers took um- 
brage at his denunciatory remarks and one of 
them caught him by the throat and nearly 
choked him. Another struck him, but 1 —

of them, with more discretion, 
their belligerent . away and 
prevented them rom doing the 


roung man any more harm. Short- 

y aiter this occurrence they all left the 
mill and went to their homes. This morning 
they did not return to work, and for want of 
stock the puddlers also had to desist about 11 
o clock, andthe whole mill was then closed 
down. About 8 o’clock the strikers senta 
committee of fiVe men to the mill to 
wait on Superintendent Jones, lay their griev- 
ances before him and endeavor to have him 
accede to their request. They were met at the 
gate by Mr. Jones, and, according to their 
story, were refused by him admission to the 
yards,he stating that he did not desire to have 
any conference with them. His defiant bear- 
ing incensed them and one of them struck him 
a blow in the face which otag ered him. No 
further violence was attempted, and the mem- 
bers of the committee then went back and in- 
formed the body of the strikers of the failure 
of their mission. 

NO FURTHER ADVANCES 
towards a reconciliation were made a the 
strikers _ to-day, but it is understood that a 
conference with Col. Meysenbur „ the presi- 
dent of the . willbe held this even- 
ing, and if an understanding is arrived at 
work will be resumed to-morrow. 

When a Post-Dispatca reporter visited the 
mills this morning there about 200 men and 
boys lounging in groups in the vicinity. The 
men expressed themselves as determined to 
gain their point and tne youthful strikers 


were of the same frame of mind as their 
elders. Some of the boys were ver 
youn and diminutive but they telt 


that they wereinvested with great importance, 
from the fact that they were on a strike, and it 
was amusing to observe how they exhibited 
this meme when porns SS companions 
who could not boast of ing ‘‘strikers.’’ 
From one of the strikers the reporter learned 
the grievances which had induced them to 
quit work. It seems that, in addition to their 
complaint that Moore was not treated right- 
fully, they also object to Foreman Davis“ 
overbearing manner towards them all. 
He is very unpopular and they desire his re- 
moval. Davis has only been foremana week, 
succeeding Joseph Knerringer, who was dis- 
charged. He ie a stranger in the city. 

After having talked with the strikers the re- 
porter then visited the mill to obtain the ver- 
sion of the managers. Col. Meysenburg had 
not arrived from St. Louis, but Mr. E. C. 
Hanpeter, the chief clerk, was not averse to 
8 ing about the difficulty with the men,and 
the cause which led toit. He said that the 
strike was due more to outside influence than 
to the inclination of their employes. When 
Moore had requested that another man be as- 
signed to he P him he was promised that his 
request woul be granted to-day. He, 
however, insisted that it must be com- 
plied with immediately. That was about 
6 o’¢lock last evening. The foreman refused to 
give him ahelper then, and he quit work. 
Several of the other laborers were assigned in 
turn to do his work, but the rest of the labor- 
ers began to call them ‘‘scabs,’’ and as soon 
as that term was applied to them they ceased. 
Shortly afterall the stokers quit. When asked if 
it was the intention of the management 
to hire new men Mr. Harpeter said he did not 
know, but hardly thought 80, unless the 
strikers remained obdurate for too greata 
length ot time. He said a closing down for 
two weeks would not entail any loss on the 
management as they bad such a large 
stock on hand at present that 
they hardly had room to store it and 
a cessation for that time would enabie them to 
dispose of it. The closing down of the mill 
leaves about 400 men out of work, and should 
the strike be on for any length of time its 
effects would be greatly felt in the city.

: SHORT CROPS. 


A Probable Sharp Advance in the Price 
* of Tobacco. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTcu. 

New Tonk, July 29.—Those who enjoy the 
contemplative pipe and those who find life’s 
comfort by nibbling at plug-cake made out of 
tobacco and molasses, will lay in a good stock 
of those commodities early if they are wise. 
Small acreage and drought have caused an ad- 
vanee in price, which began last month. May 
is the planting time. A farmer ought to aver- 
age 6 cents a pound for the kind of tobacco 
used for smoking and plug-making. Last 
year’s average was 8 cents. Thereon general 
disgust prevailed, and when planting 
time came around the Indiana and I- 
nois farmers, almost en masse, used 
their land for other crops. There was also 
a great departure from the old rutsin Ken- 
tucky. About a month ago, out of 14,000 in- 
quiries more than 11,000 replies came from 
farmers outside the famous Burley district in 
Kentucky, showing an acreage in tobacco of 
26,600 acres, against 75,796 acres last year. In 
the Burley district 13,825 acres. have been 
planted, against 31,663 acres last year. Vir- 
ginia reports showed a corresponding diminu- 
tion of acreage. These reports spurted prices 
at once, the farmers heard of the advance, 
and general preparations were made for a 
planting late in June; but in June à terrible 
drought was on all through the tobacco-grow- 


ing district. Tobacco must be planted in wet 
ground. The farmers held on in the ho of 
a but none came. Now that rain has fallen 
t 


TOO LATE TO PLANT, . 
for a tobacco crop must have ninety days of 
warm weather. The feelings and remarks of 
the farmers may be imagined when they hear 
that the worst of last year’s Virginia crop that 
was ruined by frost when in the ground and 
has since lain loose and unprotected, is now 
eagerly sought at $8 50 per 100 pounds. Ordi- 
narily it can not flüd buyers at 75 cents. Low- 
grade tobacco that went begging last year at 3 
cents a pound is snatched up at9cents, and 
better grades, high last year at 10 cents, 
are now at 20 cents. Heavy tobacco has 
doubled in price. The average advance for 
smoking and plug tobaccoes has deen 
at least 150 per cent. Manufacturers are 
fast. approaching a corresponding advance 
in their prices to the trade. hile disgust and 
drouth are mainly responsible for present con- 
ditions, speculation has played an important 
part. The Spanish Government has had an 
agent here yearly to ~~ millions of pounds of 
this class of tobacco. Theformer agent took 
bids here, and it was commonly understood 
that no matter who got the award, the trade 
at large furnished the supply. A new agent 
came, He wentto the farmers direct, en 
the traders dumped prices. As the agent 
agreed to pay the market rates to the farmers, 
he was the only gaifter by this move. He was 
allowed to repeat this operation last year, the 
effect being to disgust the farmers with the 
low prices. This year the traders are taking 
their innings and they bave captured all the 
tobacco. What the Spanish agent wants he 
must get from them. Other European agents 
are said to be caught with expensive contracts 
on hand, so that domestic consumers will 
have plenty of company in the prices to be 
aid. Leaf tobacco used for cigars is not af- 
ected by the advance. 


WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Accounts ef a Treasury Disbursing Officer 
Examined and Found All Right. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jaly 29.—The com- 
mittee from the office of the First Comptroller 
of the Treasury, appointed to examine the 
books and accounts of Mr. George W. Evans, 
Financial and Disbursing Officer of the De- 
partment of the Interior, has completed its 
work and made itsreporttothe Secretary. 
The examination covers the period between 


May, 1883, the date of Mr. Evans’ appoint- 
ment, and July 13, 1887. The report shows 
that the disbursements of the office for tbat 
period aggregate $21,754,363.13. every cent of 
which is fully and satisfactorily accounted 
for. The accounts of of the other 
disbursing agents of the Interior 
Department, aggregating about $100,000, 

yearly, are also kept by Mr. Evans, and were 
shown tobe absolutely correct. he state- 
ment is made that while this is the heaviest 
disbursing office under the Government, its 
financial operations inthe last twenty years 
amounting to $90,000,000, there has never been 
a loss to the Government of even one cent.

A LUCKY VERMONTER. 


How a Vergennes Jeweler Cleared $150,000 
by His Knowledge of Geology. 


Brattleboro Letter to Springfield Republican. 


The wife of one of Brattleboro’s well- 
known business men has recently received 
a letter from the family of her nephew re- 
siding in Vergennes, with interesting de- 
tails concerning the discovery of a rich 
vein of granite just across Lake Cham- 
plain from Vergennes and the organiza- 
tion of a stock company of capital- 


ists for the purpose of develop- 
ing the quarry. The Brattleboro 
party is more particularly interest - 


ed in the fact that the nephew, through 
this discovery of the vein, comes into 
possession of a large fortune. The story 
told by the relative isinteresting. Howard 
Burt, it seems, was for several years a 
jeweler in Vegennes, and, although he 
was economical and industrious, his little 
business —— afforded more than a 
comfortable living for himself and family. 
Gradually he became deeply interested in 
the subject of geology to the study of 
which he gave much of is leisure time; and 
finally it resulted in his being recognized 
as one of the most scientific geologists in 
that section ofthe State. He was daily in- 
vestigating the different strata compris- 
ing the earth’s crust, and he was particu- 
larly fond of gathering specimens of min- 
erals and fossils. One day he crossed the 
lake, and in rambling about came upon a 
vein of nite, which subsequently 

roved to be of great value and utility. 

e confided the fact of his discovery toa 
leading Vergennes physician, who became 
interested aud was finally offered an in- 
terest, with the understandi that he 
was to furnish the capital for developin 
the quarry, which hedid. Buildings an 
derricks were erected, and the work 
of Ts was in time begun, but 
the capital being limited, immediate re- 
sults were not encouraging, and the work 
was, after the laspe of some time, discon- 
tinued, though as it has since turned out 
the quality of the stock was such as to 
insure a large demand. Mr. Burt, fully 
imbued with the idea that the quarry was 
rich, and satisfied that ultimately it would 
be profitably worked, decided to remain 
on the ground, title to which he had in 
some manner secured, and thus hold it 
from trespassers. And now comes the 
interesting part of thestory, which proves 
the wisdom of his course and shows how 
he was amply rewarded for his patience. 
His faith in his discovery and his deter- 
mination to hold on, has been heroicall 
maintained through a period fraught wit 
frequent discouragements. A syndicate 
with ample capital comes forward at last 
and takes possession of the quarry, which 
turns out to be of great value, and the 
aged geologist and discoverer is paid 
$150,000 and still retains a profitable inter- 
est in the company. The little town of 
Westport gets quite an impetus in 
cousequence of the discovery, while 
the pecuniary circumstances of one 
who has experienced the hardships 
of life are most pleasantly transformed. 
People acquainted with the circumstances 
tell of the discovery by this same Burt of a 
fossil in the shape of a large serpent,which 
the geologist has partly unear hed from 
the rocks in the vicinity of the quarries. 
He has already got out about eight feet of 
the monster, the largest part of which is 
some five inches in diameter. Beginning 
with the tail, every joint is said to be per- 
fect in detail, as are the fine, petrified 
scales, while the cavity which held the in- 
testines is a perfectly smooth surface. 
Burt continues to unearth the fossil as 
time permits, and he feels sure of obtain- 
ing the head, which he thinks, like the 
body, is encased in solid rock.

Bill Nye Offers Suggestions About the Proper 
Toggery for a Modest Chimpanzee.

Mr. W. A. Conklin, Superintendent of Cen- 
tral Park Jungle, this State: v 
Deak Sir—I ve been intending for 


some time to write TP ag. regarding your 
animals, and especially Mr. wiley, but 
have been overrun with company and 
could not do so. I now take pen in hand 
for the purpose of writing a letter, which 
I hope will result in mutual benefit to both 
of us, and especially to you. 

1 huve often heard of the mental worry 
you have had over Mr. Crowley, and your 
repeated failures to get clothes for him, 
and I am not ashamed to say that I have 

ut in many a sleepless night lately try- 
ng to think out a costume for him which 
would enhance his charms. At first I 
thought that a yachting shirt of some 
soft, neutral shade, laced up the back and 
held in place by means of a tarred rope, 
would do first-rate, but I was told that you 
had tried that or something similar to it, 
but with meager success. The idea of a 
kilt skirt loaded at the bottom witb Valen- 
ciennes lace and buckshot ovcurred to me 
as a good, quiet costume for week days, 
with a special overskirt for Sunday, cut 
princess perhaps, with a jury panel on 
one side and a special venire on the 
other, but some one told me that you 
had tried the skirt and that Mr. Crowley 
hanged himself by it to his trapeze and 
you came very near losing $900 worth of 
chinspanzee in a short time.

Accustomed 
to a free, glad life in the fastnesses 
of the forest, 1 first base in the 
cocoanut pick nine, or second bass in 
the tropical church choir, he hates the 
ennui of a summer in New York when bis 
young friends with two kinds of shirt on 
at one and the same time have gone tothe 
seaside. Of course, other ae come to 
Mr. Crowley’s cage and jab at him with 
their umbrellas and have fun with him 
but they do not call him ‘‘Cholly” and 
mix up with him. They do not belong to 
his set. 

So I say that the great trouble with 
Crowley, and Mrs. Crowley too, for that 
matter, isthe dull, inane life they lead 
and its consequent brain fag. While the 
other authropoids are enjoying them- 
selves at the seaside, ree — 
their clothes in one delightful, 
maddening round of gaiety, keeping a pair 
of trousers in the air all the time, 
here sits poor Mr. Crowley with no con- 
genial poses about him, and nothing to

All the animals feel the effects of a long, 
hot and indolent summer. The polar bear 
lies there sprawled out on rocks, panting 
fora small, tender relief party on ice.

EARLY IMMIGRANT VOYAGES. 


Sometimes Nearly Half the Passengers Died 
on the Cru wded and Unventilated Ships. 


From the New York Mail and ress. 

The great hardships of an immi U 
passage 100 years ago are illustrated an 
oration delivered in 1788 before the - 
man Society of Philadelphia by Rev. Dr. 
Krunze, in which he said that of 900 pas- 
sengers shipped within that year in one 
vessel from Amsterdam to Philadelphia, 
400 had died on the way. The ac- 
commodations in the first-class cabin 
of a vessel of 100 years o were 
not a bit better or more comfortable than 
those of the steerage of a large trans- 
atlantic steamer of to-day. A sea vo 
in those days required more than ordinary 
courage, and a person who had crossed 
the ocean was looked up to as almost im- 
mortal. 

As late as 1819 the lower decks of the 
vessels carrying immigrants were no bet- 
ter than those of slavers. The height of 
the steerage deck rarely exceeded 5 or 6 
feet. {t more usually was 4 The mor- 
tality reached an enormous amount. Ten 
per cent was nothing extraordinary 
and the rate often ran as high as one- 
third. In 1710 the English Govern- 
ment sent out to New York 38,000 Pala- 


tines. Of this number 470 died on 
the voyage and 250 immediately after 
their arrival, of ship fever. A well- 


known authority, in writing onthe sub- 
* says that the construction of ships 
or the express purpose of 9 as- 
sengers began only about „ Up to 
that time all space which could not be 
used for shipping merchandise was 
temporarily arranged for steerage 
passengers. This superfluous room 
was sold to an agent, and in those days a 
stee e five feet high was considered 
fully sufficient for making two tiers of 
beds along the sides. From this the na- 
ture of the atmosphere of the steerage 
can readily be imagined. One has but 
visit Castle Garden during the arrival of 
a lot of immigrants to appreciate this fact. 
There were in the old immigrant ships no 
other apertures for the admission of fresh 
air than the hatches, and these were 
always closed in bad weather and 
at night. This place, for the sake of a 
name, called the steerage, was crowded 
with passengers, of whom the greater part 
were strangers tothe virtue of cleanli- 
ness. There wasan atmosphere created 
which acted like poison on those who were 
obliged to breathe it. 

As soon as America came to be recog- 
nized as a haven of rest for all who chose 
to seek its shores, benevolent and 
humane laws began to de enacted 
looking toward the comfort of 
imm nts- The first law of Congress 
prescribing the space to be allotted to 
each steerage 1 vd was passed in 
1819. A ship was forbidden to carry more 
than two passengers for every five tons, 
Custom-house measure. It was left to 
later laws to provide for proper ventila- 
tion and the height of the steerage. From 
this beginning the good work has gone on 
until almost everything possible has been 
done to alleviate the hardships of immi- 
grants during sea voyages.

A LOGICAL CONSEQUENCE. 

Mr. PowDERLY, ina letter denying that 
he favors the exclusion of all foreigners 
from the United States except those who 
come with means sufficient to support them 
a year, takes occasion to discuss the im- 
migration question. His doctrine is that no 
immigrant should be admitted unless he 
is sure of employment. He says:: What 
does it matter to an American who it is 
‘‘that takes his situation away from him 
and does the work for less pay?“ And 
again: I would shut out every man and 
‘‘every woman who would deprive an 
‘¢ amerioan citizen (native or naturalized) 
‘‘of his employment. 

Mr. POWDERLY is treading on dangerous 
and delicate ground. He is attacking one 
of the fundamental principles of the 
American theory of government. But 
on the other hand he is entirely 
consistent as a protectionist. Sifted to 
the bottom, his demand is for nothing 
more norless than real protection for 
American workmen against any sort of 
competition with the foreign labor supply. 
His position is the logical application of 
the professions of the high protectionists. 
They demand that there shall be no com- 
petition with foreign labor in the sale of 
manufactured articles, and he that there 
shall be no such competition in the labor 
market itself. What is fair for one is fair 
for the other, and the protectionists can- 
not consistently deny this demand of the 
workmen. 

That they will deny it and will be the 
loudest in denunciation of what they will 
call an assault on human liberty there can 
be no doubt. The reason for it is mani- 
fest. Under the present system of protec- 
tion the manufacturer issecure from com- 
petition with his products and yet can se- 
cure cheap labor wherever he wills and 
put the profits in his pocket. It is 
worth double money to him and this 
is why Mr. POWDERLyY’s demand seems to 
the protected monopolist utterly wrong, 
unreasonable and inhuman. The poor 
workman on the other hand must pay the 
tariff price for his necessaries and accept 
what wages cheap foreign labor will allow 
him. Mr. POWDERLY’Ss position is the log- 
ical outcome of the protection idea and it 
reveals the sham and false pretense on 
which our present tariff system relies for 
its popularity. 


THE men who framed the fearful and 
wonderful Toledo platform show, in some 
of their statements, a disregard for cur- 
rent facts that is unique in its audacity. 
They take the view that, ifthe facts are 
against them, ‘‘so much the worse for the 
facts.“ Of course the regulation false- 
hood about the wages of Southern 
negroes was worked into their ro- 
mantic statement of ‘‘principles;’’ but, 
by an adroit oversight, they utterly ig- 
nored the state of affairs which exists in 
the northern mining regions, and which 
has been faithfully pictured in the New 
York WorLD. A Democratic convention 
in a Southern State could make an appro- 
priate counterblast to the amusing de- 
mand for Federal regulation of wages, by 
insisting that the negroes ofthe South 
shall be protected from the demoralizing 
competition of the white slave labor of 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. 

THERE is no reason for being mealy- 
mouthed about the position in which 
O’MALLEY and Rowan have had the 
hardihood to place themselves. There is 
not even a thin veil of decent pretense to 
cover it. They have simply undertaken 
the job of defeating the enforcement of 
the sprinkling ordinance and prolonging 
the harvest of a pampered ring. Their 
attitude is one which divests them of all 
claims to respect, and the Council should 
not show them any. It should make 
short work of the sneak game they are 
playing. 

Gov. MARMADUKE on his way to Europe 
expressed the opinion that President 
CLEVELAND isthe popular man in Missouri 
in spite of his mistakes and in spite of the 
fact that heis not just the kind of Presi- 
dent our people would prefer if they had n 
choice.

The Tennis Elbow.

We published in last Sunday’s Sun a very 
interesting disquisition from the Medical 
News upon a new disease known as the 
‘*pitcher’s arm. That is the peculiar affec- 
tion endured by the muscles and tendons 
andeven bones of adeep-curving base ball 
pitcher after he has curved too much. We 
learn now through foreign advices thatthe 
champion lawn tennis player of the world, 
Mr. W. Renshaw of England, bas deen 
obliged to forego the competition of this 
year on account of a tennis elbow.’’ 

Medical works do not yet define exactly 
what a tennis elbow is. Inthe caseof the 
pitcher’s arm, we know precisely what it is. 
Pitching an in-curve, as we are informed by 
Dr. Leuf of Philadelphia, hurts the brachi- 
alis anticus. The out-curve affects the in- 
fraspinatus. The down-curve plays hob with 
the serratus magnus. And if the up-ourve has 
been indulged in to excess the supinator bre- 
vis is not worth a cent. 

But there are almost the same curves in ten- 
nis. There are the cuts, right, left, over and 
underhand, and all sorte of back strokes and 
twists which go to produce, as is seen in the 
case of Mr. Renshaw, the tennis elbow. Doubt- 
less that disease bas made its appearance in. 
this country,and perhaps some unfortunate 
player who has an ‘‘elbow’’ may be able, 
through the help of his physician, to inform 
his fellow citizens as to ite cause and effect, 
that they may duly profit thereby. Has any 
one in this country a tennis elbow?’’

Information comes that the Chicago Board 
of Trade has started in on a crusade against 
the bucket-shops.’’ Ithas started in on a 
great many crusades of this kind without pro- 
ducing any permanent effect. Laws have 
been enacted to suppress the shops, butin 
vain, probably for the reason that the public 
fails to see any marked difference between the 
character of much ofthe Board’s business 
and that of the bucket- shops. 

Bucket-shop gambling is bad enough, but it 
is less detrimental to the community than 
Board of Trade gambling. It does not inter- 
fere with the natural course of trade and place 
artificial prices on the necessaries of life. It 
does not do just enough real business to invite 
people who care for their reputations to gam- 
ble undercover. Itdoes not lure bank officers 
into losing millions of other people’s money, 
however it may tempt the smaller fry. 
Bucket-shop gambling is but a reflex of the 
semi-masked evil of the Boards of Trade, upon 
which, in fact, it bases its existence. 

Reports of prices upon bet in the Boards be- 
come public property when they leave the 
Board room, and the efforts to keep telegraph 
companies from sending them to bucket-shops 
that will pay for the service will doubtless fail. 
That is what the Chicago Board is trying to do. 


Tailor-Made Dresses.

Whatever approaches the tailor dress in 
general effect should be worn only on strictly 
informal, out-of-door occasions.

RULE OR RUIN. 


The New Move of the Wall-Paper Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YorRK, July 29.—The American Wall- 
Paper Manufacturers’ Association, which com- 
prises fifteen of the largest manufacturers of 
the country, is about eight years old. It was 
formed to maintain uniform prices and keep 
control of the business in, the hands of its 
fifteen members. It made a schedule of prices 
so high, however, that they tempted others 
into the business. Numerous small factories 
sprang up and copied the patterns of the pool 
in cheaper goods at their own prices. Business 
was brisk with the outsiders and — they 
made such inroads on the pool's trade that 
something had to be done. o the pool men 
met at Delmonico’s on July 19 and resolved to 
discontinue the agreement regarding prices. 
This threw the market open and prices fell, 
but they did not fall so much as was expected. 
The demand developed surprisingly, in re- 
sponse to lower prices, and the pool men who 
were prepared to sell close to cost if need be, 
in order to ruin their outside competitors, 
found their surplus stocks taken at fair prices 
and more in demand. This was healthy, inal- 
cating, as it did, a live-and-let-live market, 
but the pool men were not satisfied. There 
had been no complaint that they were not 
making money; the complaint was that the 
outside manufacturers were making as much 
ormore. The outsiders, of course, wanted 
the pool to continue and even desired to enter 
it it they could do so without too onerous 
conditions. They found they were not wel- 
come, and have pursued the even tenor of 
their way. When they were expected to 
tremble they refused to do so. 

Another move was evidently necessary on 
the part of the pool. On Tuesday, according- 
ly they met again and resoived to make prices 
for next year, which would leave no profit at 
vil. The members of the association are pe- 
ountarly strong, and the outsiders 
are supposed to be weak and 
dependent for continued existence on 
the regular. orderly prosecution of their 
business. If they are compelled by competi- 
tion to capitulate upon such terms as the pool 
may dictate, or go out of the business, the ob- 
ject of the pool will be accomplished, compe- 
tition will be killed and consumers will again 
pay prices dictated by the pool. When these 
are once re-established it will not be difficult 
to recover the losses entailed by the freeze- 
out. But the smali manufacturers with their 
smaller percentage of expenses think they can 
weather the gale and keep afloat until the 
pool has spent all its surpius energies, and is 
willing to do Dusiness and allow others to do 
business on fair terms. While the war lasts, 
consumers will buy wall papers at prices 
cheaper than those heretofore prevailing.

A TOWNSHIP WRANGLE, 


New Officials Cause a Sensation by Investi- 
gating the Collector’s Accounts.

LINDEN, N. J., July 29.—The residents of 
Linden Township, which includes Linden on 
the Pennsyivania Road and Roselle on the New 
Jersey Central,have been more or less aroused 
over the statementthat the accountsof Col- 
lector Mulford were to be examined by an ex- 
pert.

Several meetings passed by before 
the statement came from the collector, and 
as the committee could not seem to make 
it harmonize, the collector made out an- 
other. This was no better than the first, and 
several conferences were held, at which more 
or less bad blood was aroused. Some of the 
meetings were 60 — that threats of per- 
sonal violence, followed by other threats of 
suits for damages to character, were made. 
The fresh ones persisted and finally carried a 
motion to appoint an expert accountant to 
atraighten out the collector’s books. The 
troubie is that the collector has more money 
on hand than his books call for. Nothing that 
has happened in the township for years has 
excited the old residents so much, and it fur- 
nishes the sole topic of discussion at the 
trysting places.
